History and Organization

The Arkansas Historic Preservation Program (AHPP) was created by the Arkansas General Assembly 

in 1969.  The mission of the Arkansas Historic Preservation Program is to fulfill the objectives of the 

National Historic Preservation Act through the identification, preservation, and protection of the 

cultural resources of the State of Arkansas.  The AHPP is charged with "conducting relations with 

representative of the federal government, the respective offices in other states, governmental units 

within Arkansas, organizations and individuals with regard to matters of historic preservation 

including the program carried out under Public Law 89-655 (16 U.S.C. & 470, et seq.)" by Act 480 of 

1977 as amended.  In 1975 AHPP became a division of the Department of Arkansas Heritage.

Statutory Responsibilities:

The state and federal legislation that jointly set out the AHPP responsibilities specify areas in which 

the Agency must operate.  These include:  the development of a plan for the historic, architectural, 

and cultural resources of the State; the conduct of surveys of those resources; the acceptance of 

conservation easements on those resources; the preparation of nominations to the National Register 

of Historic Places; administration of a review procedure for publicly funded undertakings that may 

affect historic properties within the State; administration of the federal preservation tax incentives 

program for the State; the provision of technical assistance to historic property owners; and 

administration of the Certified Local Government (CLG) program.  Currently there are 10 CLG cities.

Activities:

AHPP administers the Main Street Arkansas program and various grant programs.  Act 729 of 1987, 

which established the Arkansas Natural and Cultural Resources Council (ANCRC) and Trust fund, 

provides funding for operation of Main Street Arkansas and AHPP activities utilizing Real Estate 

Transfer Tax (RETT) funds.

The objective of Main Street Arkansas is to achieve economic revitalization of the downtowns of 

Arkansas cities with a four point approach:  organization, design, economic restructuring, and 

promotion.  Seventeen Arkansas cities are currently actively involved in the program.  Also utilizing 

RETT funds, AHPP is administering a Model Business grants program and a Downtown Revitalization 

grants program for the active Main Street cities.  Main Street Arkansas has also started a new 

initiative, the Arkansas Downtown Network, to provide services to a broader audience. 

There are two cities in this pilot program:  Little Rock South Main and Pine Bluff.  In addition to 

downtown revitalization, Main Street Arkansas is a key partner in the Rural Heritage Development 
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Initiative, using heritage based economic development to strengthen the economy in the Arkansas 

Delta.  Arkansas was chosen in 2006 as one of two national pilots and partners with the National 

Trust for Historic Preservation and the W.K. Kellogg Foundation in this effort.

AHPP also administers an annual County Courthouse Restoration Grants program, an Education 

Grants program, and a Historic Preservation Restoration Grants program utilizing RETT funds.

The Agency also administers the federally funded Certified Local Government (CLG) grant program.  

A minimum of 10% of the annual federal funds received are required to be passed through to CLG 

cities under this competitive grant program.  In addition, AHPP will supplement the federal funds 

with RETT funds for these CLG grants.

The AHPP is active in public information and education outreach efforts in both the elementary 

schools and adult groups throughout the State.

Review Committee:

The Arkansas Historic Preservation Program maintains an eleven member Review Committee whose 

members' appointments, qualifications and responsibilities in the administration of the program are 

in accordance with those defined in 36 CFR 61.4 and Act 1977, #480.

TGP Natural & Cultural Resources Historic Preservation

This appropriation provides for state grant funding collected from the Real Estate Transfer Tax for 

Historic Preservation/Main Street Programs.  The Director of the Department of Arkansas Heritage is 

designated as the disbursing officer for grant funding and appropriation provided by the Natural and 

Cultural Resources Council (NCRC).

According to A.C.A. § 15-12-103 (3), "Ten percent (10%) of the net amount [of the Real Estate 

Transfer Tax, after deducting 3% for the Constitutional Officers Fund] shall be credited to a fund to 

be known as the 'Natural and Cultural Resources Historic Preservation Trust Fund', to be used by the 

Council for providing a source of funds for the operation of the state historic preservation program 

and the 'Main Street' program." 

Under this authority, the Natural and Cultural Resources Council is authorized to grant appropriation 

and funding to the Historic Preservation Program pursuant to special language in Section 40 of Act 

2019 of 2005 [Appropriation 481].  This authorization entrusts the Director of the Department of 

Arkansas Heritage to allocate grant appropriation and funding as determined by the conditions of the 

grant and the state agency.

 

The Agency's Change Level request provides for one (1) Archeologist (Grade 20).  The annual salary 

for this position is $29,394 each year, with a corresponding match of $10,496.  This position will be 

assigned to the Review and Compliance program and will mainly oversee compliance with a large 

number of pending land-leveling, irrigation, and gas mining projects.  The Department will supply 

the appropriation for this position from its Real Estate Transfer Tax appropriation transfer authority.

Justification

C01 The request is for an Archeologist, grade 20.  The annual salary for this position is $29,394 with a corresponding match of $10,496.  This 

position will be assigned to the Review and Compliance program area.  The Agency is anticipating a large increase in the number of federal 

undertakings statewide in the next five years.  These will be generated by large highway projects such as the proposed I-69 corridor in 

Southeast Arkansas; continuing land-leveling and irrigation projects overseen by the USDA and Natural Resources Conservation Service; 

and continuing construction of wireless communication towers.  Perhaps the largest increase will be in permits issued for drilling and 

construction of gas transport facilities associated with the extraction of natural gas from the Fayetteville Shale in north central Arkansas.  

The Agency’s current projections suggest that full-scale gas mining could raise the number of undertakings reviewed by our archeologist 

from 4,500 each year to 7,000 each year by 2010.

FHP Historic Preservation Federal

This appropriation provides federal funding for the Historic Preservation Program.  The Historic 

Preservation Program is charged with coordinating the State Historic Preservation Plan with the 

representatives of the Federal Government, other States, and governmental units within Arkansas, 

State Agencies, organizations, and individuals with regard to matters of historic preservation (A.C.A. 

§13-7-106). 

A cost of living increase is not incorporated in Base Level pending the outcome of the Classification 

and Compensation Study.  FY07 salary levels have been held flat each year for all incumbents.  

Personal Services Matching may reflect increases in the Base Level due to the Social Security Tax 

maximum income limit and certain increases in Worker’s Compensation and Unemployment Tax 

rates.  Personal Services Matching also includes a $30 increase in the monthly contribution for State 

employee’s health insurance for a total State match per budgeted employee of $350 per month.

The Agency Request is for Base Level.
